Mr. MORRILL explained the provisions of the 
bill, and said it was in harmony with the general 
reduction of expenses. As it passed the House, 
it appropriated $20,923,638, or $2,893,995. less 
than the bill of the same character appropriated 
last year. As the bill now stood before the 
Senate, it appropriated $481,618 more than the 
House bill, the princi item of increase being 
$258,500 for postage for the several departments 
of the Government. The bill was strictly an 
appropriation bill, and contained less extraneous 
matter than such bills usually did. 

Mr. FRELINGUYSEN, from the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, gave notice of an amend-

DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR BILL. 

Mr. CHANDLER, from the Committee on 
Commerce, reported back the bill amendatory of 
the act of Aug. 18, 1856, to regulate the diplo- 
matic and consular system of the United States. 
Passed. It forbids certain eonsular and diplo- 
matic officers from being absent from their post 
of duty for a longer period than ten days with- 
out consent of ‘the President. The bill also for- 
bids their corresponding with regard to the pub- 
lic affairs of any foreign nation, aud prohibits 
them from aceepting any favors of offiee or title 
of any kind from any foreign government.

Grain-shippers in Bangor, LaCrosse County, 


Wis., have joined issue with the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul Company on the legality of the new 


Railroad law. They refuse to pay beyond the 
scheduje rates of the Commissioners on con- 
signments of grain. The agent of the Company 
has been instructed to refuse freight offered on 
these terms, and to inform the people of Bangor 
that they may use the railroad on the Company's 
terms or not use it at all—in other words, that 
trains will not stop at that station if any attempt 
is made to coerce the Company. This is a new, 
and not a pleasant, development in the Wiscon- 
sin war. It is the first indication of 2 purpose 
to ask no favor and give none. Its expediency 


is doubtful, since the Companies are not in 2 
position to dictate terms to the people of Wis- 
congin. If defeated in the courts, they can only 
look to the men whom they are now fighting for 
justice.

At the present writing, Goulard has not suc- 
ceeded in forming anew Ministry under Presi- 
dent MacMahon’s Administration, and his pros- 
pects of success become every hour moreremote. 
There is an abundance of speculation about the 
meaning of the late dispatches from Paris, most 
of which is idle and much of which 
is silly. No intelligent interpretation can be 
given of meagre allusions to combinations 
and possible conspiracies in the Assembly dis- 
connected from a statement: of the questions 
which are uppermost. We suggested yesterday 
that these were the limitation of the suffrage 
and the control of municipalities by the central 
Government. This view is not fully sustained 


by this morning’s dispatches, nor is any satis- 


factory explanation substituted. There is rea- 
son to believe that the situation in France is be- 
coming very critical, and that a genuine coup 
d@etat may succeed to the temporary political de- 
moralization produced by the defeat of the De 
Broglie Ministry. 


All of yesterday morning was spent by the 
Presbytery of Chicago in settling’ minor points 
of order and in trivial discussions.

It was alleged by Dr. Patterson to be 
widely different in respect to many fundamental 
doctrines from the Confession of Faith. If the 
speaker did not err, and Prof. Swing’s creed is 
substantially given in the Auburn declaration, 
then the heresy is not proven, and the Confes- 
sion of Faith is shown to be out-at- 
the-elbows so far as the purposes of 
Church are concerned. 
Indeed, Dr. Patterson frankly admitted 
that he favored a speedy amendment of 
the Confession, and intimated tha: unless it 
were soon made the Church could not long hold 
together. To-day the Rev. Dr. Halsey, also a 
Professor in the Theological.Seminary, will 
speak. He is as distinctively and representa- 
tively a member of the Old School ae Dr. P 
terson is of the New School.

without due compensation. Mr. Evarts is 
of opinion that any law which really 
takes the property of a corporation for public 
use without compensation is unconstitutional. 
Considering that Mr. Evarts was the hired coun- 
sel of the railway companies, and received, as 
report bas it, some $5,000 or $10,000 for his 
services, this opinion was singularly impartial ; 
in which respect it stands in singular contrast to 
Senator Carpenter's. It is to be regretted that 
Senator Carpenter consented to notice the sev- 
eral letters received from friends asking his 
opinion on the constitutionality of the Wisconsin 
Railway law. Hie attitude on the question is so 
extreme, and withal so unjust, that he 
cannot fail to injure the cause he 
wished, apparently, to serve. The peo- 
ple of the West wish justice to them- 
selves, but to secure that they do mot ask 
that injustice shall be done to other parties, 
whether they have their places of business in 
Wall street or where.

spect it in railway corporations as well ss in 
dividuals. They demand that the railways shall 
not swindle them. But, at the same time, they 
do not ask to swindle the railways. When, 
therefore, an advocate of the people's rights as 
against the railways claims that, in Wisconsin or 
elsewhere, the Legislature has power to alter a 
charter without hmitation or exception, as 
Mr. Carpenter does, he advocates what is not 
law, and goes counter to the wishes as well as to 
the moral sense of the people of the West. 

Indeed, Mr. Carpenter's letter reads more like a 
bid for the farmers’ vote than like a legal opinion. 
He endeavors to show that a railway corporation 
is as absolutely a public highway a4 a navigable 
stream or a street in a great city. This is in fact 
the foundation on which his whole argument 
rests. 

That a railway is in some sense a public high- 
way the cases cited by Mr. Carpenter establish, 
but they do not show that they are highways such 
that the power of the State over them is the 
same as though the State had constructed and 
equipped them with its own money. In discuss- 
ing the question, Mr. Carpenter considers the 
Constitution of Wisconsin as if it had but one 
provision in it, viz.: that railway charters might 
at any time be repealed or modified by the Leg- 
islature. He forgets that this provision must 
be construed so as not to neutralize two well- 
established principles of positive law and 
neutral justice, viz.: (1) That the Legislature 
has pot power to invalidate contracts made by 
the railway corporations with their bona fide 
stockholders; and (2) that it has not power to 
deprive private persons of their property without 
compensation. It is afra by the railway cor- 
poration that the late uus fixed: the 
compensation they may receive at such figures 
that if they were to obey its provisions they 
would not be able to pay the interest on their 
bonds or to operate the roads without suffering 
large pecuniary losses. If this be 60, of course 


the law is not eonstitutional, Mr. Carpenter's 


opinion to the contrary notwithstanding. The 
Senator's letter may be read with pleasure by 
a few extremists among the opponents of rail- 
ways. From those really interested in the cause 


ot enlightened reform it will receive little favor. 


-RAILROAD-AID LEGISLATION. 

The Supreme Court of the United States in a 
recent case, whérein the Township of Pine 
Grove was plaintiff and E. B. Talcott defend- 
ant, on writ of error from Michigan, decided 
that, wherever the Constitution of a State is 
silent, or does not prohibit such legislation, the 
Legislature may authorize local municipalities 
to subscribe aid for the construction of railways. 


The Court upon this point say that the legisla- 


tive power of a State extends to everything 
within the sphere of such power except as it is 
restricted by the Federal and State Constitu- 
tions. Upon the question whether this aid was 

for a public purpose, the Court say: 

„But it has been argued that, aside from any consti- 
tutional prohibition, the Legislature had no power to 
authorize the imposition of a tax for any other than a 
public purpose, and that this act was not within that 
rule. Conceding for the purposes of this opinion 
the soundness of the first proposition, the second can 
by no means be admitted. Though. the corporation 
was private, ite work was public, as much so as if it 
were to be constructed by the State, Private property 
can be taken fora public purpose only, and not for 
private gain or benefit, Upon no other ground than 
that the purpose is public can the exercise of the 
power of eminent domain in behalf of such corpora- 
tions be supported. This view of the subject has 
been taken by the Supreme Court of Michigan. Swan 
ve, Williams, 2 Mich., 427. But, upon other grounds, 

we think the public character of such works cannot 
be doubted. Where they go they animate the 
sources of prosperity, end minister to the 
growth of the eities and towns within the 
sphere of their influence. Unless prohibited from 
doing s0, a municipal corporation has the same power 
to aid in their construction as to procure water from 
ite water. works, coal for its gas works, or gravel for 
its streets from beyond its territorial limite. Meyer 
ve. Muscatine, 1 Wall., 389. Under the limited pow- 
ers conferred by the Federal Constitution, Congress 
has frequently given aid in such cases. The Pacific 
Railroads and the Louisville Canal furnish instances 
of such action by that body. The gift to the sufferers 
from the overflow of the Mississippi, and prior acts of 
the kind, must also be borne in mind, Cannot a 
State Legislature do the same things? 

It does not belong to courts to interpolate constitu- 
tional restrictions. Our duty is to apply the law, not 
to make it. All power may be sbused where no safe- 
guards are provided, The remedy in such cases lies 
with the people and not with the judiciary. We pass 
by without remark the point whether in cases like 
this the public or private character of the work is not 
@ legislative rather than a judicial question. 


The Supreme Court of Michigan has in a 
number of cases decided that the Constitution 
of the State did prohibit this kind of legislation. 
Heretofore it has been considered that the set- 
tled construction of a State Constitution by the- 
Supreme Court of a State would be accepted by 
the Federal Courts, and followed in all matters 
arising under the laws and Constitution of that 
State. In the lowarailroad-aid cases, dating back 
as far as 1856, the Supreme Court of Iowa held 
that the railroad-aid legislation of the State was 


constitutional; this decision was repeated by 


the Court until some time in 1860, when the 
Court reversed its opinions on the subject. The 
Supreme Court of the United States, in a score 
ef cases taken up from Iowa, held that, the 
bonds having been issued under the interpreta- 
tion by the State Supreme Court, the legislation 
was valid, —the Supreme Court of the United 
States would follow the State interpretation in 
all cases when the bonds were issued before the 
State Court had changed it own opinion. In the 
case from Michigan, the Supreme Court sweep 


away all this regard for the authority of a State 


Court in the interpretation of the State Consti- 
tion, and lay down another rule. They say: 


It is insisted that the mvalidity of the statute has 
been determined by two judgments of the Supreme 
Court of Michigan, and that we are bound to follow 
those adjudications... The People vs, Salem, 20 Mich., 
452; Bay Gity va. The State Treasurer, 23 Mich., 499. 
We have examined those cases with care. With all re- 
spect for the eminent tribunal by which the judg- 
ments were pronounced, we must be permitted to say 
that they are not satisfactory to our minds, We think 
the dissenting opinion in the one first decided is un- 
answered. Similar laws have been passed in twenty- 
one States. In all of them, but two, it is believed 
their validity has been sustained by the highest local 
courts. It is not easy to resist the force of such a cur- 
rent of reason and authority. The question before us 
belongs to the domain of general jurisprudence, In 
this class of cases this Court is not bound by the jadg- 


ment of the courts of the States where the cases arise, 


It must hear and determine for itself. Here commer- 
cial securities are involved. When the bonds were 
issued there had been no authoritative intimation 
trom any quarter that such statutes were invalid. 
The Legi@lature affirmed their validity in every act by 
en implication equivalent in effect to an express de- 
laration. And during the period covered by their en- 
actment neither of the other departments of the Gov- 
ernment of the State lifted its voice against them. 
The acquiescence was universal. Gelpke vs, Dubuque, 
1 Wail,, 178. : 

The geveral understanding legal profession 
throughout the country is believed to have been that 
they were valid. The National Constitution forbids 
the States to pass laws impairing the obligation of con- 
tracts. In cases properly brought before us that end 
can be accomplished unwarrantably no more by ju- 
dicial decisions than by legislation. Were we to yield 
im cases like this to the authority of the decisions of 
the courts of the respective States, we should abdicate 
the pesformance of one of the most important duties 
with which this tribunal is charged, and disappoint the 
wise and salutary policy of the framers of the Consti- 
tution in providing for the creation of an indypendent 
Federal judiciary. The exercise of our appellste juris- 
diction would be but solemfm mookery. Butz ua Mus

tion of railroads must place a peremptory prohibi- 
tion of such legislation in the State Constitution. 
Such a provision is in the Constitution of Illi- 
nois, and also in the Constitution of Michigan. 
A like provision has been submitted to the peo- 
ple of Ohio as part of the newly-prepared Con- 
stitution of that State. The misfortune is that a 
vast amount of damage has already been done. The 
municipalities of Wisconsin and Iowa have been 
loaded down with theb’e debts; in Illinois the 
aggregate of this kind of debt is nearly fifteen 
millions of dollars, and in Michigan about three 
millions. — — ST 

FACTS ABOUT FARMERS. 

The report of the Massachusetts Board of 
Health for this year contains a valuable paper 
on the farmers of that State. It makes the sur- 
prising statement that the ‘ value of farm-pro- 
ducts is greater, both per farm and per acre, in 
Massachusetts than in New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, or Minnesota. 
The nearness of the farm to the market is the 
reason for this remarkable fact. The census 
returns of 1870 prove it. This is not the only 
biessing of these lucky Down-East agricultur- 
ists. Like their brethren of the Augustan Age, 
they would be too happy, did they but know 
their own good fortune.” They live, on an av- 
erage, 65.13 years, which is 14.19 years beyond 
the average. They might live even 
longer, if they cared to. The Masea- 
chuetts doctors—or forty-six of them 
have answered the question: What 
causes tend to injure the health of the farmers 
and their families? as follows: ‘Overwork,” 
26; “improper diet,” 22; “exposure,” 18; 
‘sanitary defects,” 10; want of ventilation,” 
7; “overwork among women,” 6; want of reo- 
reation,” 5; indoor life of women,” 3; 
*‘ignorance of hygienic laws, 3; “anxiety,” 
3; ‘irregularity of work,” 3; ‘neglect of bath- 
ing,” 2; “damp cellars,”2. Most of these 
causes of death could be removed by care and 
common sense. As the Nation says, they might 
all be summed up under the phrase not know- 
ing how to live.” The fact suggests one great 
defect in all our schools, They should teach the 
laws of health. No man who had once seen 
the simple experiments that show the deadly 
influence of impure air upon life would 
build his home on the mödel of an air-tight 
stove. No one who knew how defective drainage 
saturates a house with poison would be eontent 
to live above broken drains and jeaking sewers,— 
much less above a dead flat surface, unpierced 
by any drain whatever, into which the refuse of 
the house slowly soaks. The man who has 
studied hygiene will be slow to load his stomach 
with fat pork and hot, lumpy bread, and nonde- 
script masses fished out of the hissing grease of 
the frying-pan. By shunning the horrors of bad 
air, bad water, bad food, the American farmer 


may develop into a modern Methusaleh. When 


that time comes, his wife, who is now tbe chief 
raw material for our lunatic asylums, may pos- 
sibly exist quite along time before death or in- 
sanity puts an end to the grind of overwork that 
makes up ber whole life.

THE PROGRESS OF SCHISM. 

The Presbyterians have no reason to congrat- 
ulate themselves that thay are the only sect in 
trouble. Storms seem to be brewing ail around 
the theological horizon. In England the prom- 
inent subject of daily talk is the current theo- 
logical dissensions in the Established Church. 
The struggle in the Church of England between 
the Bishops and the Ritualistic clergy has 
broken out with extreme fierceness in the Oon- 
sistory Courts and in Parliament, where the 
Archbishop of Canterbury bas introduced a bill 
providing for the more effectual and prompt 
punishment of the clergy of the Cross-and-Candle 
persuasion. The latter have arrayed themselves 
for a bitter contest, and make no 
inteution to secede rather than suDmit to an in- 
fringement of what they call their liberties. 
The House of Lords will unquéstionably 
pass the bill, and the prospects are also favor- 
able to a similar disposition of it in the House 
of Commons, although it will not probably suc- 
ceed until after a long and stubborn fight. 
Should it thus eventuate, a schism in the Church 
of England is inevitable. The struggle is not 
confined to the Church dignitaries, but rages 
with equal violence among the lesser lights, 
who fill the courte with Ritualistic squabbies. 
One of the latest of these was a suit brought by 
the Rev. William Blake, a Ritualistic Rector of 
Wetheral, against his churchwardens for tearing 
down some emblematic evergreen decorations, 


and destroying a collection of candles about the 


altar. While the Church of England is thus 
threatened with schism, the Church in Ireland is 
in a similarly precarious condition. At the recent 
meeting of the General Synod an important dis- 
cussion arose upon the proposition to enact 3 
bili which would give the laity a preponderance 
in deciding modifications in the articles, doc- 
trines, and formularies of the Church. The Lord 
Primate said if this were agreed to, he should 
have to retire to his diocese, as nothing but 
schism could result, and the Archbishop of 
Dublin (Dr. Trench), also announced that the 
Synod would decline to take further partin the 
deliberations if the act were passed. As there is 
every prospect that the act will pass, the pros- 
pects for a schism in Ireland are just as 
bright as they are in England. When these old- 
established conservative ecclesiastical bodies 
get by the ears, and wrangle themselves into 


‘schism, there is no reason why Prof. Patton 


should not employ his theological acumen and 
enterprise to force the Presbyterian Church into 
aschism. Schism seems to be the order of the 
day, or in other words Reform, which cannot 
well be accomplished without schism ; and, as 
reform means progress, schism ought to be a 
very welcome outcome of theological dissension. 

Gen. Van Buren, who is probably by this time

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 18.—The attorneys for 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners, ex-Gov. 
John M. Palmer and William M. Springer, Esq., 
made a counter-move in the Chicago & Alton 
Railroad suit to-day.

Workingmen’s Meetings in the Large- 
Cities Yesterday, 


They Bemand the Enforcement of the 
Elght-Hour Law. 


New York Workinugmen in Council. 

New Yorx, May 18.—A mass-meeting of the 
Workingmen’s Central Council was held at 
Cooper Institute, having for its object the pro- 
testat ion against the violation ofjthe Eight-Hour 
law by the officers. of National, State, and 
Municipal Governments, and the outrage perpe- 
tra ted at Tompkins Square on the 18th of Janu- 
ary last. The great hall was tolerably well filled, 
but very little enthusiasm manifested itself. A 
series of resolutions were adopted urging the 
calling of conventions in various States and 
districte by all organizations having for 
their object the amelioration of the 
condition of those who earn their bread 
by honest labor; demanding the immediate 
removal of Supervising-Architect Mullettt, of the 
Treasury, and his subordinates, for violating in- 
stead of enforcing the Eight-Hour law; insisting 
that Congress take immediate action and restore 
to the navy-yards activity by cancelling all con- 
tracts for ships and repairs, and have all such 
work done by the direct agency of the Govern- 
ment superintendents, and devise means where- 
by the commerce of the coun shall be re- 
stored, and the carrying of the United States 
mails be done by American bottoms bearing the 


flag of the nation. 
Werkingman’s Meeting in Colum- 
bus, 0. 7 

Columns, O., May 18.—In answer to a call 
published in the city papers, about 400 working- 
men met at Naughton Hall this evening. Sam- 
uel L. Lechingwell was chosen Chairman. Reso-

Resolutions were also adopted denouncing 
Supervising-Architect Mullet for extending the 
contracts of parties who do not observe the 
Eight-Hour law, and denouncing the system of 
convict labor; favoring the establishment of 
co-operative shops and stores industrial 
classes ; denouncing dema ; favoring the

and favoring a protective tariff which will 
better protect the iron interest of the country.

Justifiable Homicide.

J An inquest was he d 
on Tfacy’s body, aud a-verdict was rendered jus- 
tifying Callahan in the shooting. Tracy bore the 
reputation of being a quarrelsome man. 


Wintermute Murder Trial at 
Yankton. 

Yanxton, D. T.. May 18.—In the Wintermute 
ease this morning, after a statement of the case 
by District Attorney Faulk, the testimony of 
witpessed for the prosecution was begun, and 
six were examined. The most important of 
these was Dr. Burleigh, who was with Gen. Mc-
